No. 139-ITC(PN)/73. —The terms and conditions relating to imports from 
Canada of equipment and/or machinery and/or services under Canadian Develop¬ 
ment line of Credit, dated the 16th July, 1971 as amended on March 31, 1973 for 
C $ SO million, as given in Annexure to this Public Notice are notified for informa¬ 
tion. 

Annexure 

Licensing conditions relating to import from Canada of equ-ipment and/or machi¬ 
nery and/or services under Canadian Development Line of Credit dated the 16th 
July, 1971 as amended on March 31, 1973 for C$20 million, 

1.1. The licence will be issued with an initial validity of four months or upto 
May 31, 1974, whichever is earlier. Firm orders must be placed- on the suppliers 
within the initial validity period. If orders cannot be placed within this period, 
the licence should be submitted for revalidation giving the reasons for the delay 
In placing orders and indicating the date by which orders would be placed. Such 
requests will be considered on merits by the CCI&E In consultation with the Min¬ 
istry Of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) where necessary, 
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may be concluded on FAS, FOB/GIF or 
International Development Agency (CIDA) will finance only 
me FAS or, in the case of bulk shipments, FOB costs Canadian Port or a portion 


orders have been placed, licensees should approach the CCI&E lor 
rcvahaatiori to cover shipments and Payments with documentary proof of firm 
orders having been placed and an indication of the contractual date(s) of ship- 
ment(s). 

2. All shipments and Payments must be completed within one month of the 
expiry of the licence. Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of 
goods. No credit facility of any kind will be permitted. 

Purchase Requirements: 

3.1. Procurement of goods and services should be made in accordance with 
sound business practices. The Importers can call for tenders, negotiate a contract 
Or continue to deal with his original Canadian supplier as he deems appropriate. 
Information on Canadian suppliers can be obtained from the Canadian High 
Commission, New Delhi, 

3.2. While Inviting tenders or giving due publicity or negotiating a contract, 
the importer shall: 

(i) as for as possible indicate the technical specifications of the Items to be 
procured in terms of Canadian standards and indicate the Canadian 
equivalent in case he has to adopt other than Canadian standards. 

(II) make It clear to the supplier^ that each offer or order should have a 

minimum Canadian Content of 40 per cent. The supplier should be 
asked to indicate In all cases the percentage of Canadian content of 
the Item in question both by percentage and value (in Canadian 
dollar), 

(III) require the suppliers to indicate specifically the FAS (and. in the case 

of bulk shipments ordered on FOB, the FOB) cost, and separately the 
costs of ocean freight and Insurance. 

(iv) ask the suppliers to indicate the Indian agents commission, If any sep¬ 
arately and clearly advise him that this commission will be paid in 
India in Indian Rupees. 


4.1. CIDA will finance the entire PAS/FOB value of equipment and machinery 
having Canadian Content of 66-2'/3 per cent or more. Equipment and machinery 
with less than 66-2/3 per cent but not less than 40 per cent Canadian Content Is 
eligible for partial financing under this credit on cost-.sharing basis in accordance 
with the following formula; 

1. Share of the Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) l.e. 

out of the Canadian Credit—Actual Canadian FAS/FOB Content 

66-2/3 per cent X Value of equipment. 

2. GOI Share, to be financed with free foreign exchange-—Value of equip¬ 

ment less CIDA share. 


Accordingly, in cases where the Canadian Content falls below 66-2/3 per cent, 
and as a consequence, CIDA will not finance the full FAS/FOB cost, the Ministry 
of Finance, Deptt. of Economic ASairs on an application being made to fhem by 
the Importer as detailed In para 6 below, would release initially free foreign 
exchange covering the FAS/FOB value of the equipment, in addition to the 
release of an amount to cover freight and Insurance, The free foreign exchange 
released for FAS/FOB value of equipment would be got reimbursed partially from 
CIDA on the basis of the cost-sharing formula on the submission by the importer 
of shipping and other documents, detailed in subsequent paragraphs. 


4 2 While requesting for release of Canadian Credit for import of spare parts 
Of eouinment and/or machinery previously financed from CIDA funds, the importer 
shall identify the source of original financing and the name(s) of original .sup¬ 
pliers of such equipment/machinery. 

5. It will not be necessary to invite tenders or give due publicity in one oi 
more of the following situations ; — 

(i) when procurement is proposed under certain .supplier/importer relation¬ 
ship and the importer Is a recognised traditional customer of the 


supplier. 
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(II) when procurement concerns an item(s) available from a specific sup¬ 
plier only. 

(iii) when the item(s) to be procured is (are) by nature and specification 
peculiar to the specific manufacturing process or end products. 

6. Purchase Contracts 

6 .1. The value of contracts should be expressed in Canadian dollars. Indian 
Agent’s Commission, payable in Indian Rupees, will be debited against the Ex¬ 
change Control Copy of the Import Licence. 

6.2. Copy of each purchase order or contract including aU amendments should 
be forwarded to CIDA, Two such copies (together with a copy of the letter of 
approval of CIDA where applicable) are to be forwarded to the Ministry of Fin¬ 
ance, Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch Jeevan 
Deep BuUding, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi. 

7.1. Bank Guarantee 

In cases where the Canadian Content of an equipment is 66-2/3 per cent or 
more and hence direct payment procedure by CIDA to suppliers would be involved, 
the importer will have to furnish a Bank (Juarantee in the form attached (Appen¬ 
dix ‘A’) from an authorised dealer In foreign exchange in India for the fuU FAS/ 
FOB (in case of bulk shipments) cost of orders placed against the import licence 
plus 1 per cent thereof converted at the old composite rate of Rs. 701=Canadian 
$ 100 (with a provision that the Bank undertakes to make such additional deposits 
as may be necessary In terms of late Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notices 
No. 133-ITC(PN)/70 dated 4th September 1970 and 108-ITC(PN)/72 dated 21st 
July, 1972 and the value of the Bank Guarantee stands automatically adjusted due 
to any further change in tlie composite rate). The Bank guarantee should be ex¬ 
ecuted on a non-judicial stamp paper, the value of the stamp being adjudicaled 
by the Collector of Stamps In accordance with the provisions of Section 31 of the 
rStamp Act, 1899. (No bank guarantee is required from Public Sector Projects if 
the Import is arranged through any branch of the State Bank of India or its sub¬ 
sidiary or any of the nationalised banks). On receipt of Bank Guarantee, the 
Department of Economic Affairs will send one copy of the purchase order to 
CII3A, Ottawa, through the Canadian High Commission authorising them to Issue 
a confirmatory purchase order to the Canadian supplier 

7.2. In eases where the Canadian Content of equipment is less than 68-2/3 per 
cent but not less than 40 Per cent the importer shaU submit his application for 
release of free foreign exchange to the Controller of Aid Accounts, Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi 110001. 
The application shall be supported by two copies of the purchase order or contract 
(vide para 8.2 below) (together with a copy of approval from CIDA where appli¬ 
cable). The applicant shall also furnish iiiformation regarding the percentage of 
the Canadian Content of the Item(s) both by percentage and value in Canadian 
dollars. No bank guarantee need to be furnished in such cases. No L/C may be 
opened or remittances made in such cases without specific authorisation from the 
Controller of Aid Accounts. 

8. Instructions from importer to supplier: 

8.1. The purchaser shall instruct the Canadian supplier to submit to CIDA. 

(a) a copy of the Canadian Content Declaration Form (Appendix ‘B’) ex¬ 

cept in the case of services; 

(b) a declaration that the price quoted or charged i.s fair and reasonable 

(Appendix ‘C’); and 

(c) a copy of the offer of sale or purchase contract (including all amend¬ 

ments) between the Canadian supplier and the purchaser. 

8.2. The purchase order should contain precise details as follows: — 

(a) Detailed specification, quantity, unit of measure and price of the mat¬ 

erials oi- equipments to the supplier. 

(b) Detailed delivery In.structions. 

(c) Percentage of Canadian Conient of the equipment. 

(d) Information that where the Canadian Content of the equipment etc. 

imported under the Canadian Credit is 66-2/3 per cent and above, the 
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FAS costs Canadian seaport, including all terminal charges, or FOB 
vessel costs in the case of bulk shipments, will be paid by CIDA, and 
where the Canadian content is less than 66-:i/3 per cent but not loss 
than 40 per cent, the entire FAS/FOB costs wilt be Paid by the im¬ 
porter through normal banking channels; the Indian Agent’s Com¬ 
mission, if any. will be paid in Indian rupees in all cases, 

(e) Advice concerning the arrangements which will be made for Insurance 

and booking and payment of ocean freight and the mode of trans¬ 
portation. 

(f) The name and address of the ultimate consignee, the notifying party (If 

applicable) and the port of discharge. 

(g) In cases where Canadian content is 68-2/3 per cent or more, the pur¬ 

chaser shaU give instructions to suppliers that they should send by 
FAST AIR MAIL the negotiable shipping documents to the designated 
Indian Bank (a branch of State Bank of India or of any of the 
nationalised banks in the case of Public Sector Undertakings) simul¬ 
taneously they submit their invoices Cone original with 3 copies 
thereof) 3 copies of non-negotiable bills of landing or acceptable duck 
receipts accompanied by Inspection, weight and analysis certificates to 
CIDA, Ottawa for payment. Subsequently, after receiving payment 
from CIDA, the suppliers should Indicate by Air Mall, the date and 
amount of payment to the importers and their bank and also to the 
Economic Aid Accounts Branch of the Department of Economic Affairs. 
While submitting documents to CIDA for payment, the suppliers 
should certify to CIDA that (a) they have despatched origmal ship¬ 
ping documents to the bank In India by Air Mail, and (b) Immediately 
after receiving payment, they would Intimate to the importers, their 
bankers and to the Department of Economic Affairs by Air Mall the 
amount and the date of payment by CIDA. 

In case where Canadian content is less than 66-2/3 per cent .—In case v'here 
the equipment and/or machinery has Canadian content less than 
66-2/3 per cent but not less than 40 per cent, the negotiable shipping 
documents (with 3 copies thereof) and the invoices (one original with 
5 copies thereof), 5 copies of non-negoliable bills of landing or accept¬ 
able dock receipts accompanied by inspection, weight and analysis 
certificates (with two copies thereof) with an indication separately of 
the FAS/FOB cost which will not be financed by the CIDA on the 
basis of the cost-sharing formula .should be forwarded by East-Air- 
Mail to the designated Indian Bank who will remit the payments to 
the supplier through normal banking channels and release the docu¬ 
ments to the importer. The Indian bank should immediately after 
payment is made to the supplier arrange to send to the Economic Aid 
Accounts Branch, Department of Economic: Affairs. Ministry of Fin¬ 
ance, Jeevan Deep Building, 10 Parliament Street, New Delhi two 
copies of the shipping documents 4 copies of invoices, 4 copies of non- 
negotiable bills of landing or acceptable dock receipts accompanied 
by two copies of inspection, weight and analysis certlflcates, to enable 
the latter to obtain reimbursement for a portion of the FAS value of 
the Imported items on cost-sharlng basis mentioned under para 4,1. 

(h) In the case of services, instructions to the surlier to send to the Gov¬ 

ernment of India, Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, Jeevan Deep Building, 10, Par¬ 
liament Street, New Delhi, the claim in duplicate for certification as to 
their correctnes.s and for subsequent forwarding to CIDA for payment. 

Note. —Once a purchase contract is placed on Canadian Supplier, it is con¬ 
sidered binding. 

9. Report on Ordering 

A quarterly report of orders placed as in the form Appendix ‘D’ attached 
herewith should be sent by the importer within 15 days of the end of each quarter 
to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Ac¬ 
counts Branch and C.E, Section (Separate copies), and to the Foreign Exchange 
Section of Ministry of Industrial Development, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi. The 
report should continue to be sent until the import licence Is fully utilised. 
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lO. Payments against import licence: 

(a) Where the items of import hane 66-2/3 per cent or more of Canadian con¬ 
tent. —(i) The import licence ‘will not he valid for remittance of FAS or FOB cost 
tCanadian Port) from Tndia, as the same will be paid in Canada out of the relevant 
Canadian Credit, Foreign Exchange necessary for other items will be provided for 
In the import licence Itself and will be remittable on the basis of the Exchange 
Control copy of the licence which will be valid for such payment. The Canadian 
suppliers will be paid the FAS or FOB cost directly by the CIDA on submission 
of the prescribed documents. 

(ii) The Indian Bank which ha.s furnished the guarantee in the case of private 
Importers will receive the original shipping documents from the Canadian sup¬ 
pliers but should release the documents only after ensuring that the importer has 
deposited into the Government of India’s account the rupee equivalent of the 
FOB/FAS cost Of the import paid to the supplier by the CIDA the rupee equivalent 
being calculated at the exchange rate notified in late Ministry of Foreign Trade 
Public Notices No. 133-ITCfFN)/70, dated 4th September, 1970 and l08-ITCfPN)/72 
dated 21st July, 1972 and also interest 6 per cent per annum on the amount of 
deposit calculated for the period commencing from the date of payment to the 
Canadian supplier by CIDA to the date of deposit of the said rupee equivalent. 
The nece.ssary rupee deposits relating to FOB/FAS cost and interest must be 
arranged to be made within 7 days of receipt of documents and advice of payment 
by the Indian Bank. The Head of Account to which the amounts should be credited 
is given below: — 

"Deposits and advances—Part II Deposits np< bearing interest—Other Deposit 
account Civil Deposits—deposits of cost of material and equipment 
procured under Canadian Developmcnf Line of Credit dated 16th July, 
1971 as amended on March 31, 1973 for C$20 million.’’ 

Important Note.— It should be noted very carefully that the said Exchange rate 
Is the prevailing composite rate of exchange and is sublect to change which, as and 
when decided upon by the Government of India, “will be communicated to the 
importers/ bankers. 

(b) Where the items of import have Canadiant Content less than 66-2/3 per cent 
hut not less than 40 per cent. —-(i) The Canadian suppliers will be paid the FAS or 
FOB cost by Importers through normal hanking channels on receipt of prescribed 
documents from the supplier, out of the free foreign exchange released by Govern¬ 
ment of India, vide para 4.1 above. 

(il) The Indian Bank or the Stale Bank of India as the case may be through 
which remittance is arranged '•o the Canadian suppliers will receive the original 
.shipping documents from the Canadian suppliers but should release the documents 
to the importer only after ensuring that the remittance to the suppliers as men¬ 
tioned in preceding para has been made by the Bank. 

(c) (i) The dePO.sits mentioned in para lOtaViil shall be made normally at the 
Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi or the Stale Bank of Tndia, Delhi; where this is 
not feasible it is permisslblo to remit bv means or .a demand draft drawn on and 
in favour of the State Bank of India, TI"* Hajari Branch. Delhi, vide the instruc¬ 
tions contained in Public Notices No. 2,33-ITCtPN')/6R, dated 24th October, 1968 and 
132-iTC(PN)/71 dated iith October, 1971. The importer should also All in duplicate 
form “S" Incorporated in Annexure II to Public Notice No. 184-ITC(PN')/68 dated 
30th August, 1968 and present the same to the bank while arranging for rupee 
depo.slts in accordance with the procedure prescribed in the Public Notice. 

(ill The Indian Bank concerned sbaU send one copy of the treasury Challan 
from the Reserve Bank of Indi.a or the State Bank of India to the Finance Minis¬ 
try Department of Economic Affairs. Economic Aid Accounts Branch. Jeevan Deep 
Building, 10 Parliament Street, New Delhi alongwith a forwarding letter giving full 
details of the import and full sets of prc.scrlbed documents. In cases covered by 
para 10(bl, all document.s without treasury challan vmuld be sent to the Ministry 
of Finance. When all imports against an import licence are completed and the 
Importers’ bank applies for relea.se of bank guarantee such requests should in¬ 
variably be made in the form indicated in Appendix ‘F’ accompanied by a certl- 
Acate from importer conArming that wherever less or damage to goods in transit 
or short landing of goods has occurred, suitable claim related to it has been pre¬ 
ferred along with details thereof. Tt should be noted that unless these are com¬ 
piled with, release of bank guarantee will not be considered. 
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(d) In the case of import of goods having 66-2/3 per cent or more of Canadian 
content, the Indian Bank concerned will verify, before making remittance of ocean 
freight amounts, that the necessary recoveries on account of FOB/FAS cost of 
goods paid by CIDA and also for Interest charges at 0 per cent per annum from 
date of payment to date of deposit, have been made and the amounts credited to 
Government Account. 

11. Ocean freight and inspections 

The Importer shall be responsible for the arrangement and payment of; — 

(al the cost of ocean freight and insurance, preferably by an irrevocable 
Letter of Credit deposited with a Canadian bank and negotiable by the 
agency appointed by him to arrange ocean .shipping and insurance. 

(b) the inspection of materials (other than that normally provided by tlie 

supplier in the form of manufacturer’s warranty), where necessary, 
prior to packing and shipping. 

(c) unloading and internal distribution of goods after arrival at the Indian 

port 

12. Insurance 

CIDA should be advised immediately concerning any .shortages, damages or 
losses directly attributable to the ocean carrier for which it ig intended to nlace a 
claim on the insurance company, the co.st of preferring such claim being borne by 
the importer. 

Should the importer receive directly or indirectly any payment of marine 
insurance resulting from claims for loss or damage under a marine insurance 
policy, be shaU immediately notify CIDA of such payment and shall use such 
proceeds to replace the equipment or materials or portion thereof with like goods 
from Canadian sourcea 

13. Disputes 

The Importer shall note that the Government will not undertake any responsi¬ 
bility for disputes, if any, that may arise. 

14. Future Instructions 

The importer shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions or orders 
Issued by the Government regarding any and all matters arising from or pertain¬ 
ing to the Import licence. 

15. Breach or violations 

Any breach or violation of the Condition.^ set forth in the clauses mentioned 
above would result in appropriate action under the Import and Export (Conti ol) 

Act.

EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR CANADIAN CONTENT FORM 
General Comments 


'Thia form is designed to provide data for evaluating the Canadian Content of 
Services, equipment and materials to be financed with Canadian funds. The 
Canadian international Development Agency reserves the right to verify that the 
Canadian content requirement is being met ns specified, herein. 

In preparing the Canadian Content Form the supplier should round out the 
costs in Canadian funds to the nearest dollar and ensure that the total Canadian 
and non-Canadian content in the last column on Line 6 equals the total selling 
price. All costs, direct and Indirect arc to be established in accordance with normal 
accounting practice in the firm. Supporting documents including invoices, illus¬ 
trating how these costs have been established are to be held for examination by the 
Canadian International Development Agency. 

In designing the Canadian Content Form consideration has been given to the 
complexities and differences of accounting practices in Industry. Experience In¬ 
dicates that the data required should be readily available from the cost records of 
the supplier. In specific cases where the Information requested Is not applicable a 
notation, “N/A” should be written in the appropriate space. 
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Line l.~“Canadian portion of material purchased should reflect how much of 
the material purchased from Canadian suppliers has a non-Canadian Content, for 
example, purchases from Canadian suppliers may cost $ 10,000 but in this $ 10,000 
there ma.v be $ 2,000 of non-Canadian content.
